I baye now the honor to forward Bri- 
gadier Denttes FeBakt. SF fils action wilh the combined 
force under’ Dost Mahomed Khan and the Wullee of 
Kovloom on the 18th instant. 





This official account corrects some inaccuraies in 
my letter of the 23d, which was framed upon the 
Brigadier’s hurried letter written on the field. Captain 
Hurt, of the Jaubazces, was not wounded as at first re= 
ported; and it appears that the loss of the anemy, 
although very severe, was notso great in killed as 
mentioned in my first account. ‘The rout, however, 
was complete. 

The results of this action have been in all respects 
most satisfactory and highly conducive to the public 
inerests at a very critical conjuncture, and I cannot 
but feel sensible that these important consequences are 
to be attributed to the decision and epi 
gadier’s attack when he found himself with so amall a 
force in the presence of the main body of the enemy, 
and to the gallant-bearing of the Troops engaged. 

I therefore beg to recommend the Officers and 
Troops employed on this service to the favorable 


consideration of the Right Honorable the Governor 
General.

marches and arrived here on the 14th instant. That 
same evening having drawn out the Goorkah Regiment, 
I disarmed Captain Hopkins’ Corps of Afghans, wh: 
although loaded, offered no resistance, and this 
exsential duty, Lam happy to say, was performed with- 
out difticulty. Finding no enemy in the neighbour- 
hood, I proceeded to make arrangements for an ai- 
vance on Syghan, where it appeared the enemy really 
was in force. 

These measures were, however, rendered unueces- 
sary by his actual but unexpected presence. 

Alloy me to congratulate you in our having 
obtained a complete and decisive victory over 
the conjoint Army of Dost Mahomed Khan and his 
Usbeg Allies under the Wallee of Koolloom. Last 
evening J received information from my advanced 
Bone thet boulies of Cavalry were entering the valley 
rom the great defile in our front, six miles from 
hence. Wishing to draw them well on, I did not 
discourage their approach, but learning this morning 
that they had attacked a fortified village that was 
friendly to us, aud as these people had claims on our 
protection, it became necessary to drive off their 
assailants. 

From tho reports brought in T was led to conelude 
that only a few hundred had enterod the valley, and 
therefore took with me only one-third of our furce, 
with a 6-pounder gun and howitzer. 

T confess I was taken by surprize, after driving in 
what proved to be only their advanced party, to find 
an Army in my Front. To have acat back for re- 
inforcements would have caused delay, and given con- 
fidence to the enemy. It would have checked the 
forward fecling that animated the party with me, 
and gave assurance of success. 

The cuemy had got possession of the chain of 
Forts before us, reaching to the mouth of the defil 
They drew up, and attempted to make a stand at 
each, with the main body, wile their wings crowned 
the heights on either side. In dislodging them from 
te latter, om sorry to say the Goorkahs suffered. 
After four or five vollies, wecing our steady and 
rapid advance, the whole force appeared to us to 
lose heart, and fled ina confused mass to the gorge 
of the Puss. I now ordered the whole of the Cavalry 

















cutting down great numbers and acattering them in 
all directions, many throwing awey their arms, and 





, escaping up the hills. 


Of the deserters from Cuptain Hopkins’ Corps, not 
a few have paid the penalty of thoir treachery, and 
their muskets and accoutrements were found io 
all directions. 

The Dost, and his Son Mahomed Ufzul Khen, 
and the Wallee, owed their escape to the fretness 
of their horses, and were last acen with not more than 
200 followers around them, 


‘The prisoners report that the ex-Chief was wound- 
ed early in the day. His only gun, his kottle 
drums, with hie camp ammunition and provisions, 
have fallen into our hands. 

The number of the Enemy was at least 6000, and 
those chiefly Usbege. 

IT can form no accurate estimate of their killed and 
wounded, but their loss must have been considerable.

Tarrived before the Fort with Her 
Majesty's 13th Light Infantry and the two Squadrons 
of the 2d Cavalry—before 1 i o'clock $ Nine-Pounders 
and a 24-Pounder Howitzer under Captain Abbott 
came up ; ubout 12, two of His Majesty's 6-Pounders 
under Lieutenant Warburton also arrived, but the 
badnesa of the road unfortunately delayed the Mor- 
tars till late in the afternoon, and it was not till 4 p.m. 
that one of them was brought in play. It was desir- 
able to bring our operations in the attack of this Fort 
to a close as soon as possible, as from the numerous 
ravines ig its vicinity it would have been extremely 
difficult £0 prevent the eseape of the Rebels after 
nightfall, and a fire from the Nine-Pounders was im- 
mediately opened on the South-East Tower of the 
Fort, which by 1 p. mM. was greatly dilapidated, when 
a cessation of their fire was rendered necessary, all the 
ammunition in the Field having been expruded. 

At 2 y.M. the fire recommenced, anid at 3, the 
‘Tower and adjacent Curtain to the East were breach- 
ec. and the breach to all appearance being exceedingly 
cass, I resolved on assaulting it without delay. 

A Storming Party, commanded by Licutenant Colo- 
uel Tronson, Her Majesty's 13th Light Infantry, con 
isting of 5 Compagics of Her Majesty's 13th Light 
Infantry under Brevet Major Kershaw of that Corps, 
aud of Detachments of the 27th and 37th Regiw nts 
of Native Infantry, commanded by Lieutenant itiud 
of the latter Regiment, were formed for the purpose 
inaravine near the South-Kast angle, which afforded 
good cover for the Troops within 150 yards of the 
For and of the signal being given, the Column ad- 
yaneed to the breach with the greatest steadiness and 
ollantry. They were met however by the enemy on 
the crest of the breach with the most determined 
resistance; n close fire from a numerous body of Match- 
lock men was opened on the head of tho Column from 
the houses within the Fort, and Powder-bags were 
thrown in great numbers among the rcn ascending 
the breach: many of the leading men were shot dead 
onthe breach, and after a desperate struggle to force 
anentrance into the Fort, they were with great judg- 
ment ‘withdrawn by the Officer Coinmanding the 
perty to the cover afforded by the adjacent ravine, 
whero they remained till I isaued orders for their 
recall, intending to renew the attack wheu it might 
be made by a combined movement against the 
Breach, Gateway, and Wicket, with bettcr chances 
of succers.

the party proceeded with great regularity and spirit 

towards the Fort. On nearing the breach, we were 
assailed by a quick and destructive fire, through 
which gallantly led by their Officers the party 
rushed up the breach, which was crowned by Officers 
and Men in the face of a closo and deadly fire, the 
crest of the breach was gallantly held ander this 
destructive fire for a considerable time by Brevet 
ajor Kershaw, Lioutonant and Adjatant Wood, 
eutenant Edward King and Lieutenant G, Wade, 
with Surgeant Major Airey; the gallaniry of those 

Officers with their Men called forth at the moment 

the admiration and cheers of all their comrades, Fiud- 

ing the breach totully impracticable I placed the 
party under immediate cover and subsequently with- 
drew them (o a Ravine, awaiing the orders of the 

Major General. 

The bert consolation and reward of all who were 
evgaged will be the innate conviction of each indivi«

To Lieutenant Combe, Detachment Staff, I am 
wuch indebted; and I beg to bring to the notice of 
the Major General Commaniing, the praiseworthy 
conduct of Dr. Nisbet, who was most zealous in the 
discharge of his professional duties, for which I regret 
to say there wero many calls. 

I have the honor to enclose a casualty list, and 
though I regret its extent, I can scarcely pronounce 
g the service performed. 

Ci ill no doubt explain to the 
wtisfaction of the Envoy and Minister the necessity 









under which this movement was made; I can but 
add that I most fully coucur in his views, and feel 
that had we not attacked these evil disposed chiefs, 
they would have attacked us at night, as they bad 
threatened, and that without the slightest provoca- 
tion on our part. 

T should be guilty of great ingratitude if I did not 
bear tho fullest testimony to the gallant bearing of 
Captain Macgregor, who with his usual zeal laid the 
gun on every occasion, and always with the happiest 
effect.

In reply to your No. 419 of the 2lat 
inatant, I have the honor to state for the information 
of the Major General Commanding, that I trust the 
following, with my former dispatch, will place the 
whole operations of the morning clearly before him. 

‘There ie u large isolated Hill about three quarters 
of a mile long at this end of the Wuzeeree valley, its 
nearest point being about two miles from my 
the firat Fort taken is on the declivity of this Hil 
the further end, and the second about fifty yards 
distant, at the base and clear of the hill. The road or 
rather path led along the bottom of the hill on the 
left side. 

My dispositions were as follows: The Light Com- 
pany 48th Native Infantry under Ensign Champion, 
crowned the hill and moved triflingly in advance of 
the column, in close order, until within 150 yards of 
the first Fort, when I extended it, and it then advanced 
withont.firing, bringing up its right so as to outflank 
the Fort on that side. 

The 6th Company 48th Native Infantry was thrown 
out in extended order on my left flank and cleared 
the high corn fields, from which asharp fire had been 
opened by the enemy, and continued to advance uatil 
they reached withia 50 yards of the second Fort. 

“Fie main column moved along the path at the 
base of the hill. The European detail Jeading, follow- 
ed by the Detachment 48th, dragging the gun, the 
Ballocks having been taken out full three hundred 
yards from the Fort. 

‘On the head of the colusin arriving within forty 
yarde of the Forts a heavy fire was opened by the 























European dotail, Light Company, and 6th Company 
48th Native Infantry on the Turrets and Walls of the 
two Forts, which effectually kept down the enemy's 
fire; during which 1 got the gun’ into a favorable 
position on the side of the hill above the emaller Fort. 
ing that it could not be brought to bear on the 
gate of the smaller Fort, I directed Lieutenant Pater- 
son to concentrate ag heavy a volley as he could close 
on the gate; this had the desired effect, shook the 
gate, and enabled the Grenadiers of the 48th, under 
that Officer, to force jt and carry'the Fort in beautiful 
style, bayonctting all in it. 

I have in my dispatch stated how the second 
Fort was taken; namely, the Seepahees, now aided by 
some Europeans, dragged the Gun to the gateway, 
which was at once burst open and in rusled the 
gallant fellows I had the houor of commanding. 

The third Fort, and the Gardens and Fields around 
it, were crowded with men; the Light Company 
extended was thrown out in advance to the right, 
another company to the left, and a third in the centre. 
‘The gun and column following (excepting a Garrison 
of 40 men left in the Forts taken) these three com- 
panies advanced in so steady yet brisk @ manner that 
I found myself with them close under the walls; and 
made a davh at the gate, which was found open and 
the Fort evacuated. 

The capture of the fourth Fort I have already des- 
cribed, and I must now add two more to the list, one 
evacuated, close to the second assailed, aud the sixth 
surrendered on terms. 

The enemy was in great force, but the rapidity of 
our movements induced many to remain aloof, ready 
to give effectual aid had an opportunity offered ; their 
loss is heavy: as far as can be ascertained, three 
chiefs arc killed, also two of their near relations, and 
about twenty three men; one chief of considerable 
consequence very badly wounded and about forty 

«ns with the exception of the chiefs, 1 beg particu- 
larly to state that there is no gertain information re- 
garding the loss of the enemy, though all admit it to 
have been great. 

Ihave now the honor to enelose a Casualty Roll 
shewing two more men of the 48th Native Infantry 
who were wounded, but thought so little of it that it 
had never been reported even by themselves, until 
they were compelled to go to Hospital for their cure.

Device of the Silver Coins which shall be coined from and after the said dates respectively in the Mints 
of India, in conformity with Acts XVIL. of 1895 and AXL of 1838, will be as Act No. XVII. of 1935.

On the Obverse—Tho Head of Her Majesty Victoria with the words 

VICTORIA QUEEN, 

-On the Reverse—The denomination of the Coin in English and Persian in the Centre, encircled 

by a Wreath, and around the margin the words 
EAST INDIA COMPANY.

The Coin will be milled on the edge, with a serrated or upright milling like the Rupee now Cury 

rent bearing the Head of His late Majesty William 1V.

PROCLAMATION. 

The Governor General in Council is pleased to notify, that from and after the 11th day of Novem- 
ber 1840, in respect to the Mint of Calcutta, and from and after the Ist day of April 1841, in respect 
to the Mints of Fort Saint George and Bombay, those parts of Act No, XVII. of 1835 wisich were 
suspended by Act No. XXXL. of 1837, directing that certain Silver Coins issued from the Mints 
withiv the Territories of the Nast India Company shall bear on the Obverse the Head of the Reigning 
Sovereign of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will be again in force: and that the 
Degice of the Silver Coins which shall be coined from and after the said dates respectively in the Mints 
of India, in cunformity with Acts XVII. of 1835 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No. XVII. of 1835 
requires, viz. 

On the Obverse—The Head of Her Majesty Victoria with the words 

VICTORIA QUEEN. 


On the Reverse—The denomination of the Coin in English and Persian in the Centre. encircled 





by a Wreath, and around the margin the words 
EAST INDIA COMPANY. 
1840. 
‘The Coin will be milled on the edge, with a serrated or upright milling like the Rupee now Cure 
rent bearing the Head of His late Majesty William LV, :

The Weight, Standard, Fineness and Value of the Company’s Rupees, as defined in the Act, are 
bore repeated.

‘The other Silver Coins authorized to be issued from the Government Mints by Act No. XVII. of 
1835 and Act No. XXI. of 1888, viz. double, half and quarter rupees and two anna pieces will bear in 
all respects a due proportion to this Rupee. 

‘The Governor Genoral in Council hereby directs that all Magistrates, Collectors and other Publig 
Officers will promulgate thie Proclamation throughout their respective Districts; and that a translation 
of it be affixed in a conspicuous place at every Public Treasury. 

Money Changers, Shroffs, Podars and others, should be required to take notice of the Provision in 
Act No, XVII. of 1835 against clipping, filing, punching or otherwise defucing the legal Coin. ‘The 
Silver Coins issued from the Mints of Government under Act XVII. of 1835 if not cut, clipped, marked, 
or otherwise wilfully impaired are legal tender for their full value until by gradual wear they have lost 
two per Cont, of their Original Weight.
